Waller, Morgan Kees, Jeremiah Ralston, Luther T. Woodward, 
Delazou Smith, Luther Elkins, John Settle and David W. Ballard, and 
their associates and successors, are hereby declared to be a body 
éorporate and politic in law, by the name and style of the “ Trustees 
of the Santiam Academy.”

‘Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of ‘Oregon, That Frederick Waymire, Martm L. Barker, 
John Thorp, Solomon Tetherow, Jas. S. Holman, Harrison Linville, 
Fielder M. Thorp,” J. ©. Avery, and Jas. A. O'Neil, and sach oth- 
ers as they may associate with them, their successors, and assigns 
are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic, by the name and 
style of “The Willamette Valley Railroad Conipany,” and by that 
name shall have succession for the term of thirty years, from and 
after the passage of this act, and.may by that name contract and be 
contracted with, sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, m any 
court of law or equity, may have and use a common seal, and alter

the transfer of its stock,not inconsistent with the constitution and laws 
of the U.S.. and the laws of this territory,and may, moreover, appoint 
such subordinate agents, officers, and servanta as the buginesy of the 
said corporation may require, and allow them a suitable compensa. - 
tion, prescribe their duties, and yeqnire bond for’ the faithful per- 
formance thereof, in such penal sums, and with such securities as 
they may choose, who sliall hold their offices dyting the pleasure: of 
a majority of the directors of the said corporation. 2. > s 
| Sec. 2. The said corporation shall have the right. to survey, loz 
cate and construct, and, during its continuance, to maintain and con- 
tinue a railroad, with such appendages as may be deemed necessary 
for the convenient use of the same, from the city of Portland, or 
some other poiut on the Willamette or Columbia river, (the place of 
beginning to be determined after a correct survey of the diffèrent: 
routes has been made, and reported by competent engincera), thence 
on the most practicable route up the west sidé of the Wullamotte: 
river, ta Corvallis, ın Benton county, thence to Umpqua and: Rogna 
rivers, to the north boundary of Cahfornia, on such line, course, or 
Way, as anay be designated and selected by the directors of said cor- 
poration, waercon to construct and locate the same, and may alsd 
preseribe the manner in which said railroad may be used, by what. 
power the carriages to be used thereon may be propelled, to regulate 
the time and manner in which goods, effects, and passengers may be 
transported and carried on the same, and the rates of tolls on thé 
transportation of persons and property thereon. 

_ Sec. 3. The capital stock of said corporation shallbe one‘million 
oF dollars, and may be extended to two million, if the same shall bë 
judged necessary for the completion of the aboveroad ; books to be 
opened for that purpose, and in such manner as may. be prescribed 
by the by-laws of said corporation; the members of said corpora- 
tion shall constitute the first board of commissioners for receiving 
subscriptions to the capital stéck of said corporation, who shall have 
power to fix the time and place for causing books to be opened for 
receiving subscriptions to the said capital stock; said board shall 
decide in what manner notices shall be given of the times and placeas 
of opening said books ; on opening said books, one or more of said 
commissioners shall attend to the receiying of subscriptions to the 
capital stock of said corporation, said books to be kept open for 's 
Tength of time, to be set by said board of commissioners. The 
aforesaid capital stock shall be divided into mhares of one hundred 
dollars, and at the time of subscribing, each subscriber shall pay to 
the commissioners the sum of one dollar on each share of the ‘stock 
subscribed for by him, and the said commissioners shall, so soon as 
the directors of said corporation are elected, deliver to them the 
whole amount so received; and also all subscription books and papers, 
belonging to said company ; a majority of said commissioners may, 
fill any vacancies that may occur in their number. ee 
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~ Suc. 4. The affairs-of the company shall be managed hy w 
board of five directors, to be chosen annually by the stockholders 
from among themaelves ; the first election for directors shall be holden 
as soon às may be, after two hundred and fifty shares have been 
taken. ‘I'he commissioners shall give notice of the time and place of 
holding a meeting for the purpose of electing said directors; the 
eommissioners, or a majorityof them shall attend, and act as ipspec- 
tors of said election ; the stock-holders who shall be present, eitlier' 
in person or by proxy, shall proceed by ballot to elect them directors, 
and the commissioners present shall certify the result of suid elec- 
tion under their hands, which certificate shall be recorded in the 
books of the.corporation, and shall be:sufficient-evidence of the elec-: 
tion of the directors therein named. All further elections shall be 
held at the times and in the manner prescribed by the by-laws of 
Said company. Each stockholder shall be entitled to vote in person 
or by proxy, duly authorized, one yote for every share he may own 
at the commencement of each election, and a pluralhty of votes shall’ 
determine the choice, but no stockholder shall be allowed to vote at 
any election after the first, for any stock which shall Have been as- 
signed to him within thirty days previous to holding such election. 

Sec.'5. It shall be lawful for the directors to require payment 
of the subscriptions to the capital stock, at such times and in sach 
proportions, and on such conditions as they shall deem proper, under 
“the penalty of the forfeiture of the stock and all previous paymenta 
thereon, and they shall give notite of the payments thus required, 
and of the place where, and the time when such payment is required 
to be made, at least thirty days previous to the time of payment, by 
publishing the same in one or more newspapers printed m this terri- 
tory. - : 

, Švc. "6. The said corporation is hereby empowered to purchase, 
receive, and hold such real estate as may be necessary and conve-' 
hient to accomplish the objects for which this corporation is granted, 
and may by their agents, engineers and surveyors enter upon and 
take possession of and use ail such lands and real estate, as may be 
necessary for the construction and maintenance of said railroad, and 
the appendages and accommodations requisite and appertaining there- 
to, mad may also receive, take and ho 
and donations of lands, and real estate, as shall be made to the cor- 
poration for the purposes aforesaid ; but whenever any lands, real 
estate or materials shall be taken and appropriated by said corpora-" 
tion’ forthe purposes aforesaid; and when said corporatiori cannot 
agree with the owner or owners of such required land, forthe pur- 
chase thercof, or as to the-compensation to be paid therefor, or when 
by reason of thé legal incapacity, or absence of any such owner’ 
or owners, no such agreement or purchase can be made, then, and in 
that case it shall be lawfuf for any judge of the supreme court of this | 
Territory, on application of the said company, to appomt three dis~ 
interested persons to view and examine the lands so taken, and. 
to estimato the value of the lands so taken yr required by the said. 
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company, and all “damages which the owher or ownetd' thereof shall 
sustain, or may, have sustained, by reason. of the taking of tlie same; 
for the construction and use of said road, or works appertaining 
thereto, and it shall be the duty of said company to give: three 
weeks’ notice of their application, to the judge of the supreme 
conrt, for the appointment of said commissioners, to be published fox 
three successive weeks in any newspaper published in -this Terri. 
tory, and the affidavit of the publisher or printer, shall be legal 
evidence of such publication; and the person so appointed, before en- 
tering upon the discharge of such duties, shal} take an oath before: 
some justice of the peace, or other person competent by law to admin- 
ister daths, faithfully, and according to the best of their abilities, ta 
examiné the lands so taken or required by said company; and impar- 
tially to estimate and appraise the value of the‘same,.and the dam- 
ages or injury which the owner or owners thereof shall have sustained: 
or may sustain by reason of the taking thereof by said company 3, 
whereupon, suck commissioners shall proceed to examine the premises, 
and estimate the value of such land and the amount of damages, 
if any, whiclf may accrue to such owner or owners as aforesaid, and 
shall make a report in writing, of such valuation, under.their hands, 
and scals, to the district court of the county in which such lands are 
situated, and shall return the same, within thirty days after their. 
appointment, to the clerk of the district court of said county, and it 
shall be the duty of the clerk of said court, to file the same; and in 
case no appeal shall be made within thirty days after the filing of said 
report as hereinafter pravided, then the said. clerk shall record the 
same.at the expense of said company, and judgment of -the said court 
shall be entered thereon, on motion of either party at any term of said 
court; provided, that either party may appeal to said court within 
thirty days after said report shall have been filed‘in the clerk’s office, 
and such appeal shall be tried in the same manner as otlier issues are: 
tried in said court, and the jury empannelled to try the same shalk 
find the value of: the land so taken or required by said company, and. 
the damages which the Owner or owners thereof shall have sustained 
or may sustain, by the taking of the same, to such owner or owners’ 
for the construction of such railroad, and judgment of court shall be.

the said commissioners or said court to proceed in the assessment of, 
damages, or in the valuation of any lands or materials, as aforesaid,, 
in the absence of the owner or owners thereof, his, her, or their; 
agents or attorneys, unless it shall be shown to them by competenti 
testimony that said owner or owners have hid at least five days no~: 
tice of the time and place at which such assessment or valuation- 
was to be made, or that the’said owner or owners are absent from 
the territory ; and if the said owner or owners shall be minors, arnon: 
compos mentis, or absent from ‘the territory, the service of noticé: 
may be made on the guardian or trustees, if there be any, or in such 
manner as, the court may direct, provided, also, that upon making 
and filing of any report, as aforcsaid, and payment. or legal tender of 
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the amount of any valuation or appraisal- specified therein to the 
owner or owners of any such lands, his, her, or their legal represen~ 
tatives, the said company, their agents, or the contractors for making” 
or 1¢pairing said railroad, may immediately: take and use the same, 

without awaiting the issue of any appeal brought thereon. 

Sec. 7. When the lands or any other property or estate of any 
other martied woman, infant or person non compes mentis may 
1clease all damages in relation to the land, property or estate to be 
taken and appropriated as aforesaid, as fully as they might do if the 
same were holden in their own right, respectively ; or the husband or 
the guardian of any such person whose property shall be taken 
as aforesaid, may appear and act for and in thew behalf in obtaining 
an assessment of the damages to the same under this act, and in case 
any such infant or person non compes mentis, whose property may be 
tuken as aforesaid, shall be without guardian, the judge of probate, 
shall have power to appoint a guardian to act~in behalf of such 
person. , 

Sec. 8. Whencver it shall become necessary, under this act 
of incorporation, for the construction of said road, as herein author- 
wed, to intersect or cross any stream of water or any public road or 
highway, it shall be lawful for the said corporation to intersect or 
cross the game; provided, that the said corporation shall restore such 
stream or water course or publ road or highway, thus intersected 

“to its former state, or in such manner as in no wise to impair its 
usefulness. 7 

Sec. 9. If any person or persons shall willfully or maliciously 
do, or cause to be done, any act or acts whatever whereby the said 
road, or any part thereof, or any building construction or work 
of said corporation, or any engine, machine or structure, or any mat- 
ter or thing appertaining to the same shall be stopped, obstructed, 
weakened or impaired, injured or destioyed, the person or persons so 
offending shall forfeit and pay to said corporation treble the damages 
sustamed by. reason of such offence, to be recovered with costs 
of suit in the name of said corporation, by action of debt, and such 
offender or offenders shall also be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and be subject to indictment and punished as in other cases. 

Sec. 10. For the purpose of facilitating the construction of said 
railroad, authorized by tls act, the said corporation is, and shall be 
permitted to negotiate a loan or loans of money, to the amount of its 
capital stock, and to pledge-all of its property, real-and personal, 
end all of its mghts, credits and franchises, for the payment thereof. 

Sec. 11. Tt shall be the duty of the corporation hereby created, 
when the railroad contemplated by this act shall have been comple- 
ted, to keep and maintain the same in good condition and repair, and 
whenever, from any cause whatever, the same shall become injured, 
or out of repair, the said corporation shall immediately proceed ta 
repair the same. `- ` 

Sec. 12. Said company shall not be empowered by this act, to 
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take and hold land for the construction of said railroad to exceed the 
width of four rods along the line of said road, except where the same 
may pass through timber, then and in that case, of sufficient width 
to preserye the said road. : 
Ec. 13. This act to take effect, and be in force, from and after 
its passage. f
